DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on August 31, 2009 has been entered. 

Status of the Claims 

2. Amendment filed August 3 1 , 2009 is acknowledged. Claims 1-68, 70 and 72 have been 
cancelled. Claims 69, 71, and 74 have been amended. Claims 75-86 have been added. Non- 
Elected-Species, claims 74, 85 and 86 have been withdrawn from consideration. Claims 69, 71 
and 73-86 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. The Independent Claims 69 and 77 are allowable. The restriction requirement of the 
distinct Species, as set forth in the Office action mailed on July 19, 2005, has been reconsidered 
in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The 
restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the 
limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 74, 85 and 86, directed to non-elected Species no 
longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an 
allowable claim.

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S. C. 121 are no 
longer applicable.
